With the approach of 
May Day, when differences between 
capital and labor are usually brought 
te a climax, there are serious clouds 
On the horizon. Chief of these is the 
threat of a general strike against the 
American Bridge Company by the In- 
ternational Association of Bridge and 
Structural Iron and Steel Workers of 
America. Twenty thousand employés 
of the textile mills of Lowell. Mass. 
have inaugurated what may be a long 
and bitter struggie with their employ- 
era, and the feeling of unrest through- 
out the textile district may result in 
100,000 employés in other mills follow- 
ine Lowell's lead. The American 
Bridge Company officials absolutely 
refused today to discuss the strike 
with President Buchanan of the 
Structural iron workers, and that of- 
ficial now talks of a strike which will 
involve 200,000 men.

600 of 
them in New York. President Orr of 
the Rapid Transit Board today piead- 
ed with Buchanan to raise the strike 
on the subway power-house.

The exchange now 
represents 47 per cent. of the total 
output of oranges in this part of the 
State, wh@reas the independent ship- 
pers in the aggregate control 42 per 
cent. 

These two interests, heretofore an- 
tagonistic, are to merge into a cor- 
poration, to be knoyn as the Califor- 
nia Fruit Agency, through which prac- 
Wally all ‘the oranges grown in Cali- 
fornia will be placed upon the market 
t the dest advantage of all the 
growers. The manager of the new 
concern will be A. H. Naftzger, presi- 
Gent of the Southern California Fruit 
Exchange.

Steps Taken to Do Away With 
Obsolete Texi-bocks. 


— 


Slate Not mal Diplomas to Be 
Honored by the State 
University. 


“Gov. Pardee’s method of presiding 
over a meeting of a State board and 
rushing business to a conclusion is per- 
fectiy delightful,” said Prof. Edwin T. 
Pierce, president of the Los Angeles 
State Normal School, yesterday upon 
his return from a meeting of the State 
Hoard of Education held at Sacramento 
last Saturday. 

Prof. Pierce attended two important 
educational meetings while in the 
north, and he returned to Los Angeles 
brimful of enthusiasm. 

“Educational matters 
are booming.’ said the professor. 1 
have never attended a more satisfac- 
tory meeting of the State board than 
the last. The Governor is heartily tn 
Sympathy with the educational work of 
the State, and he announced that it la 
his intention to presid over every 
meeting of the State rd, a thing 
which not all former Governors have 
done, and he urged every member to 
make it his business to be present at 
all the meetings. 

“The Governor is perfectly outspoken, 
and he wants everybody else to be just 
as frank. He keeps things moving at a 


no time is wasted. A great deal was 
eccoinplished at the meeting last Sat- 


urday. 
NEW TEXT-BOOKS. 

“The most important business trans- 
acted was in relation to the new text- 
book law enlacted at the last session of 
the Legisiature. This law gives the 
Siate Board of Education power to 
buy, rent or acquire in any way prac- 
ticable, the copyrights or plates of the 
best text-books extant, and have them 
published by the State Printine Office 
to be soli to the puplis of the public 


schoois of the State at cost. Hereto- 
fore all the text-books used in the State 
had to be written or complied, as well 
aS printed, in the State, and our 


schools were deprived of the use of 
many text-books superior to those of 
our own product.on, 

“The new law provides for a board of 
text-book commissioners, consisting of 
the Governor, the State Superintendent 
of 5 nools and one other member to te 
sticcted by the State Board of Educa- 
tion. The State board has med Dr. 
ner E. Brown, professor of pedagogy 
in the State University. as the third 
member. The commission will select a 
secretary and have headquarters in 
Facramento. It is the duty of the 
board to examine into the merits of 
text-books, to employ experts, if neces- 
sary. to find oul what books are best 
adapted to the uses of the schools of 
the State. and to recommend to the 
Sate Board of Education such books as 
they think should be adopted. 

“The first book adopted under the 
the new law is McMasters’ School His- 
tory. This is a standard work, far su- 
perior to the history now used ase a 
text-book in our schools. The board 
entered into an arrangement with the 
American Book Company, which owns 
the copyrights of McMaster’s History, 
about a year and a half ago for the 
use of the plates by the State Print- 
ing Office to publish a California edi- 
tion of this book, but under the oid law 
no appropriation was available for the 
purpose. The new law removes the 
last obstacle to the arrangement, and 
it is expected that the new histories 
will be ready to place in the hands of 
the pupils at the opening of the next 
school year in September. State 
Printer Shannon informs us that he 
thinks they can be produced at a cost 
of about 80 cents each to the pupils, as 
against $1, the current retail price. 
“Probably the next text-book to be 
replaced under the new law will be the 
geography, and then the arithmetic, 
those now in use being obsolete. It is 
hoped within two years to have the 
achools of the State equipped with the 
best text-books obtainable.” 

NORMAL DIPLOMAS HONORED. 

The other meeting attended bv Prof. 
Pierce while on his northern trip was 
at Berkeley last Friday. It was a con- 
sultation between the principais of the 
five Normal! schools of the State, and a 
committee of the faculty of the State 
University, representting every depart- 
ment. The subject of the conference 
was the admission of State Normal 
graduates to the University with cred- 
ite enabling them to complete the uni- 
versity course in three years. A great 
many Normal School graduates, after 
teaching a few years, desire to take the 
university course, 80 as to fit them for 
higher work in the: profession of teach- 
ing. Ueretofore their Normal School 
dipiomas have counted for naught in 
matrieviation for the university. The 
university authorities have been ap- 
pealed to time and again to make 
some conceésion in favor of norma! 
graduates, who as a rule make the 
very best students, but nothing definite 
was done in the matter before the meet- 
ing last Friday. At this meeting it was 
practically decided to allow State Nor- 


In three years from the date of admis- 


mal graduates a credit of thirty units, 
or one University year, so as to enable 


them to complete the university course 


sion, instead of compelling them to be. 
gin at the bottom. This recommenda- 
tion will be presented to the academic 
senate of the university for approval, 
and it is all but certain that it will go 
into effect. 

“This does not mean that the Norma! 
Schools will change their courses of in- 
struction,” said Prof. Pierce, tn com- 
menting on the proposed arrangements. 
“We willl go right ahead preparing our 
pupils for teaching, and will tn no 
sense alm to make the Normals mere 
preparatory schools for the university. 
But the fact is that normal training 

ives our graduates a taste for higher 
educat.on, and after teaching for a few 
years many of the menter the univer- 
sity from choice, complete the course, 
and then resume teaching. State Nor- 
mal graduates. who, after some experi- 
ence in teaching tn the common schools, 
take the university course, make the 
very best of High Schoo! instructors, 
and it is but fair that their State Nor- 
mal diplomas should count for some- 
thing when they apply for entrance to 
the State University.

WRECK AT TUNNEL. 


Broken Rail Throws Oi!) Cars in a 
Heap, Blocking Track and Delaying 
All Los Angeles-San Francisco Traffic. 


All mall and passenger trains be- 
tween Los Angeles and San Francisco, 
both north ang southbound, were de- 
layed for several hours last night by 
the derailing of a freight trein at the 
tunnel south of Newhall, twenty-eight 
miles from Los Angeles. The track 
was cleared at 11 o'clock p.m. when 
traffic was resumed. 

A southbound freight train struck a 
broken rail at the south end of the 
tunnel, and four empty ofl cars were 
thrown off and piled up in @ mass on 
the track and in the ditch. The train 
came to a sudden stop, with injury 
to none of the crew, and the wrecker 
was soon on the way to the spot from 
Los Angeles. 

Two passenger trains from the north 
were detained at Newhall by the 
wreck, the Coast Line Limited, due in 
Los Angeles at 10:45 o'clock pm., and 
the Santa Barbara local, due at 7:45 
o'clock. These trains arrived tn Los 
Angeles shortly after midnight. North- 
bound trains heid at San Fernando for 
a clear track were the “Owl,” which 
left Los Angeles at 5 o'clock, and No. 
7, the Sunset Overland from New Or- 
leans, which left here over four hours 
late, at 9:45 o'clock. 

Owing to this wreck, and to the land- 
slide north of Santa Barbara Sunday, 
all traffic ‘between Los Angeles and 
San Francisco has been seriously im- 
peded for the past thirty-six hours, 
but Southern Pacific offictals reported 
last night that regular*schedules will 
be resumed today.

CONDUIT GOING TO PIECES. .

the outfall sewer near Western avenue 
and just south of Vernon avenue last) 
Tuesday nigat, and the superintend- 
ent, without equipment to use in such 
emergencies, has been entirely unable 
to make any headway in repairing the 
broken pipe line. Three of the aka- 
eaten bands gave Muay. and an entire 
section of the stave pipe blew out. A 
hole forty feet in diameter and fifteen 
feet deenpi vas caused by the spouting 
waters, which flooded the surrounding: 
farm lands, washed out acres of poe 
tatoes, damaged the right of way of 
the Redondo electric railway line, and 
eventually found its way into the 
clenega. 

Superintendent Tilden with difficulty 
secured an engine. to pump out the 
section of. pipe so that the damage 
could be repaired. Owing to the mire 
surrounding the break, the engine’ 
could not be browght near enough te.

“People in the First Ward have 
maintained that I have no disposition 
to assist them in their fight for bet- 
ter street-railway transportation,” he 
began. “At this time I wish to an- 
nounce that the application of the 
Los Angeles Traction Company for a 
franchise through the First Ward has 
been laid over one week without preju- 
dice. 

I have seen H. E. Huntington re- 
garding the situation in Highland 
Park and Garvanza, and I am author- 


morrow morning the University cars 
of the Los Angeles Railway Company 
will run to the northerly city limits. 
Mr. Huntington has promised me that 
this will de done unless the company 
ie restrained in some manner.” 

Counciiman McAleer at once tele- 

ed the result to the citizens of 
the First Ward, who were overjoyed 
at the outcome of their fight, the more 
so as Mr. Huntington and his repre- 
sentatives had at first tly refused 
to consider such a course. 

It is very evident to the careful ob- 
server that the Huntington syndicate 
ie greatly worried over the filing of 
the blanket application offering 3-cent 
fares. It is given out from this source 
that the Southern Pacific Railway 
Company ‘is backing the big applica- 
Von in order to retaliate against the 
Pacific Electric Rallway Company's 
electric lines which are invading San 
Pedro, Long Beach and many other 
cities tn Southern California. By some 
this is regarded as a cry of “wolf,” 
started because of an old prejudice 
against the Southern Pacific Railroad. 
President Bowen, who has inside in- 
formation, declares that the Southern 
Pacific is not behind the application 
if his information is correct, and W- 
liam M. Garland says that his back- 
ers have not yet been named. 

No important disclosures regarding 
the proposed franchise were made yes- 
terday. although there was a some- 
what warm argument about it in the 
Council. The debate started over the 
term of years which should be in- 
serted in the notice of sale of a fran- 
chiee on West Sixth street, as asked 
by the Los Angeles Railway Company. 
Farich wanted to set the limit at 
July 1. 1943. 

Bowen said he thought all franchise 
matters should go over until the Coun- 
cil_--* had time to Investigate the new 
franchise application. 

“IT noticed a little while ago that 
representatives of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company left this room 
when Garland did,” declared Nofziger, 
‘and 1 know how bitterly the steam 
road Opposes the expansion of the 
steel roads.

Files Sensational Suit in Which She 
Asserts That the Aileged Mother is 
not the Real Mother, and Demands 
the Possession of Her Husband's 
Buried Remains.

Mrs. Koehn clains that her husband, 
Carl Koehn, died in January, after they 
had been married only five or six | 
months. She says that it had always | 
been understood that Mrs. Meyer was 
hie mother. S80 when he died, the 
heart-broken bride and widow made 
no objection to the supposed mother 
taking the body and having {i interred | 
in the Odd Fellows Cemetery. 

Mrs. Koehn avers that no sooner was 
her husband in his grave than the 
mother began to systematically siander 
and vilify him. Every time she men- 
tioned her husband, Mrs. Meyer woy.d 
cast upon his memory abuse of seo Vi.e 
a character that the widow at last tor- 
bore to mention him any more. 

She deciares thai she does not belleve 
it possible for a real mother to say 
such things of a dead son. 

She says that Mrs. Meyer promised 
to have the body buried in a lot where 
there would be room for the widow 
when her turn came to die. She 
claims that this was not done, but that 
Carl was crowded into a lot where 
there is no room for her. Whenever 
she has gone out with flowers to put 
on his grave, the supposed mother has 


gone out, she says, and torn them oft. 


The most singular of her allegations 
is that Mrs. eyer has caused the 
name of her own husband, Joseph 
the cemetery lot instead of that of 
Carl Koehn. 

She asks that court to give her the 
custody and control of her husband's 


corpse.

000 souls in the past year, they may 
have their hands full to satisfy every- 
body with water, but they have the 
hearty support of J. Pluvius in work 
ing up a good crop of wetness. By 
dint of suppressing wastefulness, and 
the installation of the festive meter. 
they hope to successfully do the rest. 

The average rainfall for the past 
twenty-nine years has been 16 inches, 
and without counting yesterday's 
showers, it had passed the 14-inch 
mark. March surpassed the average 
for that month, and the average for 
April has for some years been 1% 
inches. There is every reason to be- 
lieve that before the rains cease this 
season, the general average will be 
over-reached. The reservoirs are all
